SHE MASTERED THE 'GATOR. 


A Teiaa 1Vom»n a Plucky Battle With 


» Sftnrlan In the River. 


During the high water throughout 


Texas a huge alligator was tolled under 
what were probably the most curious

A LETTER FROM E. O. SMITH. 


Decatur People in London—Sights 


in the Great City. 


The following is a letter lately received 


by Mr. Frank L. Wood from Hon. E. 0. 
Smith, now in London: 


LONDON. ENGLAND, July.20,1600. 


Frank H'fjod, Enquire: 


LIF.AK FIUKXU-I wrote jou a letter a food 


while at;o and feel like doing so again. « e have 
been here near four weeks, and the day after 
cornlns here I was taken very sick with nervous 
lever, and lay in bed two weeks, the longest ever 
before. But thanks to gooA nursing, a good 
physician and a good constitution, I came out 
all"n-jlit, but am still weak but recruiting. I go 
around seeing the sights now. 1 was greatly 
surprised to-day to meet James Millikin aud 
»,ff, and wo were all greatly delighted in conse- 
quence. He has been sick also, but is recover- 
ing. \ve also were pleased at meeting Mrs. 
Judge Gallagher here, and to-day I was still lor- 
tunate in meeting a couple of S-in Jose friends, 
gents, and we lime planned for a Ing lay-out to- 
morrow. Last evening we heard the celebrated 
Kcv. Parker, of the Congregational church, ami 
in the morning we attended services at the. 
Knight Templars' church. This is the haristers' 
church and belongs to the London lawyers. It 
is very ancient Kpiscopal. You have to get a 
recommendation before you can gain an en- 
trance. This would be an anomaly in America. 
The idea ol a church being composed exclusively 
of Uwjers and their families. They seemed 
quite devoted, aud judging from all outward 
appearances, I am bound to conclude there will 
be some lawyers in heaven. A few days ago I 
attended the celebration o! the -J5th anniversary 
ol the Silvatloa Army at the Crystal Palace, and 
It was represented that there were 70,000 people 
in attendance, coining irom almost all parts of 
the uurld, and there were scores of bands 
of music discoursing sacred songs all over 
the extensive grounds. It looks very much like 
they had come to stay. Many people in Ixjndon 
say that they have and are doing good in re- 
claiming many desolate, outcasts of men aud 
women. 
We have engaged passage on Hie 


steamer t'itu 'it Mum, to start from Liverpool 
August aili. The Milhklns and Mrs. Callagher 
sail Uter in" August. They expect to visit Ire- 
land and Scotland. We think we have made a 
successful trip in enjoyment ant 
1 the acquaint- 


ance ol knowledge valuable to us and which we 
appm-iate. A trip of this kind involves a good 
deal of hard laboi.aml to travelthrough strange 
countries speaking an unknown tongue is per- 
plexing in a large degree. Fortunately for us 
our daughter speaks French, Italian and <;«- 
man, and when I got to Ix)iulon where they 
s|ieaK the Knglish language I felt like kicking 
up in> heels. I see so much to remind me ol 
home and havi been treated so kindly it makes 
me feel like staying lunger, hut 1 can't tarry. 
^Ve feel like we are near home, so we begin to 
fidget and feel homesick. Wo came through 
Bulgaria, Scma. Hungary, Austria and Cer- 
iiiiiny, aud thence through northern France and 
now Knglaml. All these countries have much 
gond agricultural lands, and in a high state ol 
cultivation. The people seem piosperous and 
contented. During our journey we have visited 
anil st.iui Irom one day to ten weeks thirty im- 
portant cities of Klliope and are in condition to 
form a good opinion of what our beloved coun- 
try will be in the coming one thousand \ears
